MYSTERIOUS KNOCKINGS. 
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(We have often heard of certain mysteri- 
ous knochings, which have been heard in ya. 
rious parts of New England and the Middle 
States the past year, commencing in or near 
Rochester, New York; but such has been 
the general tone of ignorance, folly, trifling, 
superstition and doubtful representation of 
the public Journals, that WR WAVE SEEN no- 
thing that bad the appearance of candor up- 
on the subject, till we met with the follow- 
vig fiom the pon of the Rey. Mr. Phelps, ef 
seritiord, Conn , ta the N Y. Observer J 

‘The phenemena consisted in 
the moving of articles of furm- 
ture in amanner that could not be 
accounted for. Knives, forks, 
spoons, nails, blocks of wood, &c. 
were thrown in different direc- 
tions about the house. ‘They 
were scel to move fiom places and 
directions which made it certain 
that no visible power existed by 
which the motion could be pro- 
duced. For days and weeks to- 
getuer, I watched these strange 
movements, With ali the care and 
PA A AN close attention which 
Į could bestow, I witnessed them 
hundieds and hundieds of times, 
and I know that m hundreds of in- 
stanees they took place when there 
was no visible power by which 
the monon couid have been pro- 
duced. 

Scores of persons of the first 
standing in the community, whose 
eduezation, general intelligence, 
candor, veracity aud sound judg- 
ment, none wil question, wee re- 
quested to witness the phenomena, 
and, if possible, help us to a solu- 
tron of the mystery. But as yet 
no such solution has been obtamed. 
The idea that the whole was a 
“nick of the chillren’—an idea 
which some of the papers have en- 
deavured with gieat zeal ‘to pro- 
niulgate, Is to every one who is 
acquaited with the facts, as stu- 
pid, as it 1s false and injuiious.—

ered. 

I have watched the progress of 
this matter with great care, and 
have done the best in my power 
to learn what these strange things 
mean; and although J have not 
yet been able to ascertain the 
cause, I am satisfied that their 
communications are wholly worth- 
less. They are often contradic- 
tory—often prove false—frequent-

Bat it should be remembered that 
there is no proof that what pur- 
ports to be a revelation from spir- 
its, 1s the work of spirits at all,

we do not yet now how or by 
whom these communicahons are 
made lithey are mads by spir- 
its, we have no yroof that they 
are good spirits. The presump- 
tion is that they are bud sphjis; iy- 
vigsnirits. Atmy house they of- 
tenace ised each other of lying— 
contradicted at one trune whut they 
afirmed at anether—inflicted u- 
jury oa property 12 the must Wau- 
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ton manner, and have given 
throughout conelusive evidencs 
that the discipline of hell, which 
they profess to have experienced 
for several years, has as yet been 
wholly ineffectual in improving 
their characters, and qualifying 
them for the “higher sphere” for 
which many suppose that the dis- 
cipline after death is a preparation. 
I cannot now say to what con- 
clusions future developments may 
lead me; but my present impress- 
ion is, that the whole thing, so far 
as the trausactions in titig place 
aré concerned, is to be set down 
among those devices of Satan, by 
which he is promoting his work 
of destroying souls; and my chief 
object in this communication te 
the public at this time is, to can- 
tion all who would avoid error, 
against trusting to these pretend- 
ed revelations.

a tributary of the Stanislus. One 
piece weighed eleven pounds, as 
smoothas glass and without ad- 
mixture with foreign matter.

TS. L. City, Oct. 2, 1850. 
Dr. Witvaep Ricuarps; 

Dear Sir:—Having just 
arrived from California, in compa- 
ny with thirty-four of the breth- 
ren, led by President Amasa Ly- 
man; I thought a few remarks 
about our journey and the emi- 
grants, would not be uninteresting 
to your readers; and at some fu- 
ture time, when convenient, would 
be glad to give you a more full ac- 
sount of the country, society, &c. 

We left the Mormon Tavern 
the 17th of August, General C. C. 
Rich accompanying us as ‘far as 
Carson Valley, a distance of 150 
miles fiom Sacramento. The Em- 
igration had been coming for a 
month from the States, before we 
left Sacramento. We passed, for 
the first fifteen days, at an aver- 
age of one thousand per day; most 
of which were 21n a state of star- 
vation. ` We found the feed for 
our animals good, in consequence 
of the overtlowing of the rivers 


‘ mthe early part of the season, 


which made the 1iver bottoms 
miry. 

On the Desert, which ıs between 
Salmon Trout, or Carson River, 
and the Sink of Maiy’s-River, we 
found an awful destruction of 
property. Wagons, cariages, har- 
ness, &c , were strewed from one 
end of the Desert to the other, 
and so wilful were the owners, 
that, lest these articles should be 
ofany use to any other person, 
they have cut and destroyed them 
in a way not to mistake their 
meaning On this Desert, the 
dead animals were so numerous, 
that the stench was almost intol- 
erable: one of our company, whilst 
riding along, counted 1400 head 
by the 10ad-side, beside hundreds 
more weie scattered over the plain. 

Near the Sink of Mary’s River, 
we lost two of our brethren by 
the cholera, viz. John Gould, and 
Faruham Kynion, both taken sick 
at the same time, and died the 
sune uight. Some of the Bm- 
grants died, Just before our anyal 
al that pomt. 


Every day, we passed hundreds 
of Emigrants; and the further we 
met them from the mountains, the 
mote distressed they were for pro- 
visions, and Iam much afraid that 
many will never see the Sierra Ne- 
vada Mountains; and if they are 
so fortunate as to get there, wall 
find it difficult to get across the 
snow. We met the last train of 
Emigrants twenty miles west of 
the head of Mary’s River, and saw 
a man, with a wheelbarrow, east 
of Goose Creek 


The Indians are very trouble- 
some and hostile; many of the Em- 
igrants having been shot while on 
guard. These Indians have be- 
come so bold, that they will attack 
a small party; rob, and often kill 
the men, and diive away then an- 
imals into the mountains, although 
our company had no trouble with 
them At the head of Mary’s-Riv- 
er, they have a strong-hold m a 
Kanyon, where they have at the 
present time, about 1000 head of 
animals, which they have stolen 
from the Bmigiants this season 


We meta number of persons 
who had come ‘Hasting’s Cut- 
Off,” who have all declared it 1s 
a much longer road, and a much 
more dangerous one, on account 
of the Desert of 91 mules, and also 
the Indians; many of the Emi- 
grants having to travel on foot, 
packing their provisions on their 
backs, the Indians having driven 
off all their animals. 


The Gold Mines have not been 
so good this year, as they were 
last, ın consequence of high water, 
but the prospects were more flat- 
tering when we left; and it was 
repoited that the Southern Mines, 
such as the Marcedes, Meri Posa, 
San Joaquin, and King’s Rivers 
will be worked with profit this 
winter King’s River is only a 
short distance fiom Los Angelos, 
in consequence of which, Emi- 
grauts taking the South Route, 
will be able to avail themselves of 
these mines, almost as scon as they 
get through the mountains, from 
the Ist to the 10th of October be- 


ing the best time to leave here for 
Los Angelos.

The mmes 
are yielding richly, but even this 
source of prospenty cannot ope- 
rate to remove the gloom that the 
frequent muiders, 1obbeuies, as- 
saults, and othe: acts of lawless 
violence have cast uron the varı- 
ous branches of business The 
tax law is the cause of the present 
unfortunate position of affairs, as 
it is driving hundreds away from 
the mines, who have formerly con- 
tributed to sustain the activity of 
busmess heretofore exisiiig m 
that region, while it wages many 
lawless and ieckless foreigners to 
the perpetiation of crime and out- 
rages upon the rights of society. 
We hope that this deplorable state 
of affairs will not continue much 
longer, and we confidentiy be- 
lieve that a reaction must soon 
take place, which will result m 
placing business relations on a. 
more permanent footing than ever 
One event which will operate to 
bring about this desnable result, 
1s the fact thata large number of 
immigrants will be induced, by 
the favorable reports from the dig- 
gings in that quaiter, to make the 
San Joaquin mines their pomt of 
destination.

‘This, 
they 1efused to do, and immediate- 
ly several shots were fired at him, 
four of which took effect. He fell 
from his horse, and was carried to 
his residence, dangerously, 1f not 
mortally wounded. Mr J. W 
Woodland, who, unarmed, stood 
near the Mayor at the time, re- 
ceived a shot in the groin, which 
he survived but a few moments 
A man named Jesse Morgan, said
